J ohn Ty ner, ag ed (» 3 
y ears, died 
this morniDg aboutften o’clock in an 
arm chair in the sm a ll room he made 
his home in the rear of 
the Grand 
hotel. 
He had been ill for about two weeks 
with flax , but his friends did not con­ 
sider that his illness was of a serious 
nature. 
This morning tw o g ood Samaritans 
in the'persons of J ohn Bell and J ohn 
Oaufield went to Ty ner’s room to a r­ 
rang e thing s in a more comfortable 
manner. 
They lifted the ill man from 
his bed and placed him 
in a chair, 
while they carried his mattress to a 
point near the hitch-ra ck to re-stuff 
it. 
On their return they were shocked 
to find the man dead, sitting in an 
uprig ht position in the old hickory 
rocker. 
His brother, Edward 
Ty ner 
was 
notified and the remains removed to 
the 
Grand hotel and prepared for 
burial. 
Deceased was an old carriag e black 
sm ith,-but for the past few y ears, has 
been unable to work a t his trade. 
Ho 
was a g ood natured individua l and 
preferred to liv e as he died, alone in 
modest 
quarters. 
His 
fa ther J ohu 
Ty ner, was the first Irishman that ever 
resided in R ushville, 
com ing 
here 
about six ty y ears ag o. driving into 
town in an old fashioned cart with 
his w ife, tw o children 
and 
a few 
household effects. 
For many y ears the Ty nerH lived on 
West Second street, 
in the rear of 
the Davis livery barn 
Deceased is survived by three broth­ 
ers, 
Edward Ty ner, 
of 
this city , 
Patrick Ty ner, 
of 
Richmond, and 
Thomas Ty ner, of Marion, Ohio. 
The

and as a result any number of build­ 
ing s have been blown up. as was the 
case in Greensburg some few months 
ag o, 
when several 
building s 
were 
wrecked anti a number of people in* 
jured. 
D ig g ing trenches in a g as town is 
no ch ild ’s play , and it behooves a ll 
who are 
employ ed, 
both 
workmen 
and officials, to keep a sharp lookout 
for accidents to the g as pipes.

There are few residents of this city , 
who

Georg e 
Anderson,¡the veteran ¡colored dray ­ 
man. 
Every morning he takes 
his 
tand at the side of Oasady & Cox ’s 
store shoe, 
with 
old Dobbin loose 
reined, and for y ears day in and day 
out, the old man has been promptly 
at his post, in fa ir and in stormy 
weather. 
Aside from his reg ular dra y ing he 
depends on odd jobs, m ostly the ha ul­ 
ing away of debris for a livelihood. 
For hours he w ill sit and look down 
at his horse, never making a move, 
save to brush away a fly , and no m a t­ 
ter wha t occurs he seldom turns his 
head to'the left or to the rig ht. 
He is 
of a taciturn ‘turn,’’ never speaking 
to any one unless spoken to, and then 
his only reply is usually a g runt. 
His horse is a trained 
animal, and 
when the court house clock strikes six 
and tw elve he pulls out 
from shore 
like a mud boat, and makes for his 
evening colla tion. 
But Georg e was a ll sm iles y ester­ 
day . 
It was worth a g reat deal to see 
Georg e sm ile after_all these long y ears 
of wearing a “ solenincholy “ counte­ 
nance. 
Something was wrong 
(Or 
rather, som ething was rig hted, that 
prompted Georg e to skin back 
his 
storm front lips and show his iv ories.) 
Many people noted Georg e’s happiness 
sta nding out 
iu base relief on his 
wrinkled face. 
But it remained for 
Georg e Pa y ne—another darkey of the 
old school—to ca ll a ttention to it. 
Pay ne came along carry ing a bucket 
of water on his head and one in each 
hand, aud seeing the sm ile spreading 
on his old stocic friend, stopped to 
learn 
the “ w herefore.” 
Georg e I. 
refused to be catechised 
At least he 
would g ive no answer aud he kept 
rig ht on sm iling . 
Pay ne set 
down 
his water, and tried to 
interest 
a 
passerby with the “ Sm iling G eorg e.” 
“ Look, look, look, look at dat der 
mau sposin dose w hite teef 
Sim —shu 
—surely he’s g w ine to take fall hisself 
a lady 
friend, ’ said 
Pavne 
loud 
enoug h for Anderson to hear, but the 
cnly sig n of life the la tter display ed 
was to first scratch his whiskers and 
then his body in several places 
“ Dat, dat, dat dere ole man has 
sure g ot seam rabbits. 
Some of does 
dat cum from de a rm y ,” said Pay ne 
thinking he would “ stio g ” the darkey 
who was apparently happy for once 
in 
his 
life 
Pay ne walked away . 
Anderson turned to a fellow sta nd­ 
ing on the sidewalk., and for the first 
tim e in his career made an after d in ­ 
ner speech. 
He has a peculiar m a n­ 
ner of delivery . 
He speaks in para­ 
bles, g runts and spots. 
J ust sort of 
chunks his talk off like the opening 
i strains of a Beethoven march-tempo. 
1 Anderson sa id—as near as the court 
i stenog rapher could follow him : 
“ He don’t know nufphin. 
He, he, 
don’t know how old he is. —a n’ neith­ 
er do old Mistah Carter or any of dese 
culurd folks. 
I knows how old I am. 
! I ’se g ot mah ag e rig ht heah iu mail 
; pocket. ’ ’ 
And he a ffectiona tely patted 
a pocket in his old coat. 
That was 
‘the ex tend of the 
inaffable 
darky ’s 
remarks. 
But it was a clue. 
Georg e 
does not talk often and when he does 
it is dollars to doug hnuts that he is 
sa y ing something . 
A few inquiries broug ht out the fa ct 
that Anderson did not know his ag e 
until y esterday . 
Having 
foug ht in 
the civ il war on the U nion side, he 
was persuaded some tim e since to a p­ 
ply for an increase in his pension of 
from $12 to $20 monthly . 
To do this 
was necessary to know his ag e. 
And 
t to learn his ag e it was necessary to 
find his old master in slavery . 
A n­ 
derson was a slave born in old V irg in ­ 


ia. his owner’s name 
was 
Ascock, 
who held fifty slaves. 
When slavery 
was abolished Ascock became 
bank­ 
rupt, and left tbe State. 
A son of 
the old sla ve owner was located in 
Oarrolton, Kentucky last week, and 
from an old fa m ily ledg er (the slaves 
were listed as merchandise) be found 
Anderson’s birth recorded, and sent 
on the desired information. 
Georg e 
is 7 2 y ears of ag e, and was of a fa m ily 
of eig hteen ohildren. 
It would be difficult to measure the 
old m a n’s joy and happiness when he 
learned his ag e. 
It evidently meant 
a g reat deal to him. 
And then there 
was an added pleasure of superiority 
in the fa ct tha t neither “ Bruder Car­ 
ter or Pay ne knew how 
old they 
a re.’*

THE WHEAT 


It is Improving , But Late Ripen 


ing 
Has 
Resulted 
in 


Small Grain 


Probably some Rush county farmers 
are holding their wheat for hig her 
prices in accordance with the concert­ 
ed plan of the American Society of 
Equity , but the m illers here, and in 
fact a ll throug h this section of the 
State are not suffering from a dearth 
of m aterial from which to g rind out 
flour. 
“ There has been a marked im prove­ 
ment in the qua lity of wheat that is 
being received w ithin the past w eek,” 
said a local buy er. 
“ Of course there 
is still 
some offered that must be 
cleaned before it can be taken, but on 
th» ^whole the condition of the wheat 
now being delivered to local m ills Is 
very fair 
It has one peculiar feature, 
however, that most people would never 
dream of. 
It w ill take several pounds 
more of wheat this y ear to make a 
barrel of flour than it usua lly 
does. 
This is due to ¡the fact that ¡the late 
ripening of wheat did not permit the 
g rains to fill out properly . 
The bran 
which comes from the outer covering , 
is a trifle thicker than ordinary , too. 
The g rains ou the whole, therefore, 
are not so heavily laden w ith the flour 
making products as g enerally results — 
therefore, more wheat is required to 
make a g iven amount of flour than in 
several y ears pa st.”

The blind m inister was born and 
raised at Beuna Vista, Prankln county , 
and from poverty he rose to the first 
rank ot eva ng elists in Indiana.

W ashingto n bringing o fficial wo rd o f 
the co nclusio ns reached at the O yster 
Bay co nference relative to the pro ­ 
jected cruise o f the g n a t battleship 
fleet fro m the eastern to the w estern 
co ast o f the United States by way o f 
the S traits o f Magellan. 
It was fo und expedient to leave to 
Admiral Evans and his staff the a r­ 
rangem ent o f the details o f the itin ­ 
erary o f the vo yage; and to heads o f 
the vario us naval bureaus the prep­ 
aratio ns which will m ake it po ssible 
fo r the great fleet to leave the A tlan­ 
tic co ast in perfect co nditio n fo r this 
vo yage o f 13,772 kno ts. 
It is expected several m o nths will 
be needed to place the yards o n the 
Pacific co ast in readiness fo r the re­ 
ceptio n o f the battleships, w’hich will 
certainly be in need o f repairs by the 
tim e they arrive o n the Pacific co ast. 
Everything will be In readiness fo r 
the fleet to sail o n Dee. 1, and the 
date o f departure will be between Dec. 
1 and 15. 
As arranged, the itinerary 
pro vides fo r ten kno ts an ho ur, which 
Is regarded as the mo st eco no mic 
speed fo r the fleet. 
This will perm it 
the co lliers to acco mpany the fleet fo r 
part o f the vo yage o n the A tlantic 
side.

but it can be stated definitely that 
the commission, aided by tho laws en­ 
acted by a Republican legislature, is 
bringing the roads up to such a high 
standard that it Is a certainty that 
accidents will grow fewer and fewer 
from now on. 
ins pe c tors Are Bus y . 
Under one of the new laws the com­ 
mission 
has 
appointed 
lnspec^cVs 
frhose (Julies are numerous. 
Fô } in- 
stâhce, they examine all tho bridge« 
along a certain line and then make a 
report to the commission. If anything 
is wrong the commission calls In the 
superintendent of the road and in­ 
structs him to make the needed re­ 
pairs. 
Again, the inspectors may be sent 
to examine all of the stations to see 
about the sanitary conditions. 
If the 
latter are bad then the commission 
orders the road to make them good. 
W An inspector may be sent to exam­ 
ine the rolling stock to see if it is in 
dangerous condition. Ills report muât 
bo thorough, so that the commission 
can take whatever steps are necessary 
to remedy the defects. 
Perhaps hun­ 
dreds of lives are saved In this b a n ­ 
ner alone, as many trains are wrecked 
because of faulty equipment 
Inspectors are being called on to ex­ 
amine the tracks to learn whether or 
not they are fit for the traffic they 
bear; whether or not the rails are 
heavy enough. In fact, there are hun­ 
dreds of things that the commission 
is looking into. 
Inspectors are mak­ 
ing a thorough report on ovéîy eyp- 
tmu in the state. 
The railroad fnû jp 
themselves appreciate what is bèîng 
dofle to make the roads safer for tho 
public and very frequently tney aid in 
thé inspection. 
Tho coniinlssion has employed as in 
spéctprb o&}y men whosb rlpd Skpefl- 
Oubh in railroad work mhkés it flosál- 
bld for them to recé^nízé whbreln 
fault lies and to report It in stich a 
way that tho commission will know 
how to proceed. 
There is no doubt 
that und« >r this law the roads will b© 
forced to keep their property in such 
condition that it will be safer to travel 
and safer for their employes. 
Equal Ca r Distribution. 
Another good law put through by 
the Republicans is being enforced by 
the commission, and It is proving Of 
great benefit to shipper« . Onft of its 
provisions follows: 
"Each carrier shall furnish to the 
applicant in not less than forty-eight 
hours after 6 o'clock p. m. of thd day 
of filing such application tho cars lb 
required, unless the cars are not lo 
soon required, in which caso they 
shall be furnished when required. 
The carrier’s agent at . every station 
shall record In such book the dato tho 
cars were furnished and billed dut 
and such other information as 
8uch 
commission may prescribe In tho form 
of such record, and every such record, 
or 
a 
properly 
authenticated 
Copf 
thereof, shall be competent cvideflch 
ífl all courts of the state and before 
the railroad commission of Indiana 
concerning matters required to bo re­ 
corded therein. 
Any iuch carrier 
shall not be required to 
furnish cars 
for shipment unless applied

provided in this section; protldad, 
however, that the distribution and de­ 
livery of coal cars to coal mines on

The intent of the act is properly 
to provide for car distribution. 


Bi^W one y Sa v e d.

order for an increase in freight on 
grain to the seaboárd long enough to 
permit the Indiana dealers an oppor 
tunlty to ship at profit.

The board Is constantly 
compelling the roads to reduce e* 
orbitant freight rates.
